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DIET AND HEALTH 
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A Disease Producing Dizziness

DIZZINESS, like headache, is a 
sympto m. It may arise fro m many 
different causes and, just as with 
headache, it o ften requires tho r­ 
o ugh study to determine just what 
is pro ducing it. 
One o f the co mmo n causes is 
a co nditio n kno wn as Meniere’s 
disease. 
This diso rder pro duces 
sudden v io lent attacks o f dizziness, 
to gether with sickness to the sto m­ 
ach, v o miting and pro stratio n. 
There is also a jerky mo v ement o f 
the eyes kno wn as nystagmus. 
Deafness and ringing in the ears 
are also present. 
Histamine Used 
, 
Dr. Angus A. Campbell o f To ­ 
ro nto has treat 1 a number o f pa­ 
tients with Meniere’s disease, us­ 
ing injectio ns o f histamir.c under 
the skin. 
Histamine is a chemical sub­ 
stance which seems to be fo rmed 
in particularly large amo unts in 
the bo dies o f perso ns who are al­ 
lergic o r o v ersensitiv e. By giv ing 
gradually 
increasing 
do ses 
o f 
histamine, it is po ssible that the 
patient may be desensitized and, 
thus, his co nditio n impro v ed. 
In the patients treated by Dr. 
Campbell almo st immediate relief 
was o btained in all but two . Sev er­ 
al o f the patients had no attacks 
fo r 
two years. 
In 
the o ther 
patients, mild relapses o ccurred 
after fo ur to six mo nths. 
In mo st instances o f this co n­ 
ditio n the deafness affects o nly o ne 
side. A patient do es no t lo se co n­ 
scio usness during the attacks, and 
o ften is terrified by the sympto ms 
which o ccur. 
In making a diagno sis o f Men­ 
iere's disease there must be a co m­ 


plete examinatio n o f the ear as 
well as o f the nerv o us system. 


Ear Infectio n 
Dizziness and sympto ms like 
tho se which dev elo p in Meniere’s 
disease may be pro duced in so me 
cases by a chro nic or long 
co n­ 
tinued infectio n of the middle ear. 
Blo cking o f the eustachian tube 
w-hich leads fro m the thro at to the 
middle car may also pro duce simi­ 
lar sympto ms. 
So metimes, attacks o f Meniere’s 
disease may be 
confused 
with 
fainting spells pro duced by high 
blo o d pressure and hardening o f 
the arteries in o lder perso ns. Men­ 
iere’s disease seems to affect men 
and wo men equally o ften. 
It is 
mo st co mmo n in tho se betw-een 40 
•and 60 years o f age. 
If treatment with histamine 
fails, o peratio n is o ften adv ised. 
This o peratio n co nsists in cutting 
part o f the nerv e o f hearing kno wn 
as the audito ry nerv e. This may 
reliev e the attacks o f dizziness and 
at the same time, preserv e the 
hearing. 
In abo ut o ne-half the 
cases, the ringing in the ears is 
also reliev ed. 
In recent times a new drug 
kno wn as benadryl has been tried 
in Meniere’s disease with go o d re­ 
sults. Ho wev er, further studies 
with this drug are needed befo re 
its co mplete v alue may be deter­ 
mined.

DIZZINESS, like headache, is a 
symptom. It may arise from many 
different causes and, just as with 
headache, it often requires thor­ 
ough study to determine just what 
is producing it. 
One of the common causes is 
a condition known as Meniere’s 
disease. 
This disorder produces 
sudden violent attacks of dizziness, 
together with sickness to the stom­ 
ach, vomiting and prostration. 
There is also a jerky movement of 
the eyes known as nystagmus. 
Deafness and ringing in the ears 
ar* alto present 
Histamine Used 
Dr. Angus A. Campbell of To­ 
ronto ha* treat ! a number of pa­ 
tients with Meniere’s disease, us­ 
ing injections of histamin., under 
the skin. 
Histamine is a chemical sub­ 
stance which seems to be formed 
in particularly large amounts in 
the bodies of persons who are al­ 
lergic or oversensitive. By giving 
gradually 
increasing 
doses 
of 
histamine, it is possible that the 
patient may be desensitized and, 
thus, his condition improved. 
In the patient# treated by Dr. 
Campbell almost immediate relief 
was obtained in all but two. Sever­ 
al of the patient* had no attacks 
for two years. 
In the other 
patients, mild relapses occurred 
after four to six months. 
In most instances of this con­ 
dition the deafness affects only one 
side. A patient does not lose con­ 
sciousness during the attacks, and 
often is terrified by Die symptoms 
which occur. 
In making a diagnosis of Men­ 
iere’s disease there mast be a com­ 


plete examination of the ear ss 
well as of the nervous system. 
Ear Infection 
Dizziness and symptoms like 
those which develop in Meniere's 
disease may be produced in some 
cases by a chronic or long con­ 
tinued infection of the middle ear. 
Blocking of the eustachian tube 
which lead* from the throat to the 
middle ear may also produce simi­ 
lar symptoms. 
Sometimes, attacks of Meniere’s 
disease may be confused with 
fainting spells produced by high 
blood pressure and hardening of 
the arteries in older persons. Men­ 
iere’s disease seems to affect men 
and women equally often. 
It is 
moat common in those between 40 
•and 60 years of age. 
If treatment with histamine 
fails, operation is often advised. 
This operation consists in cutting 
part of the nerve of hearing known 
as the auditory nerve. This may 
relieve the attacks of dizziness and 
at the same time, preserve the 
heeling, 
In about one-half the 
eases, the ringing in the ear* ie 
also relieved. 
In recent time* a new drug 
known as benadryl has been tried 
in Meniere's disease with good re­ 
sults. However, farther studier 
with this drug are needed before 
its complete value may be deter­ 
mined.

from producers to consumer.” 
Ruling Is Quoted 
He quoted the ruling as follows: 
“All sour, excessively off-fla­ 
vored, adulterated, 
watered, Im­ 
pure, contaminated or unwhole­ 
some milk, or milk th at Is deliver­ 
ed in unsanitary or rusty contain­ 
ers shall be rejected by the re­ 
ceiver.” 
“All milk shall be tested for 
sediment and bacterial content, 
and if your milk shows a high 
sediment or bacterial content, the 
receiver will be required to reject 
it. 
Under certain condition*, if 
the quality of milk Is below the 
minimum standards which are set 
in the regulation, you may be ex­ 
cluded from the m arket and no 
buyer will accept your milk until 
it is of acceptable quality. 
If your milk is just above the 
minimum standard of quality, you 
will be given a short probationary 
period in which to correct the con­ 
dition.”
